Midway and Kure Islands Reinstated to DXCC List 


ARRL Desk 05/11/2017 


On March 31, 2017, the DXCC desk announced the deletion of Midway Island and Kure Island from the 
DXCC entities list. The stated reason for this action was because of changes in the administration result- 
ing from changes in Papahanaumokuakea Marine National Monument, formerly known as the Northwest- 
ern Hawaiian Islands Marine National Monument, of which the Midway Atoll National Wildlife Refuge and 
the Battle of Midway National Memorial, the Hawaii State Seabird Sanctuary at Kure Atoll, and the North- 
western Hawaiian Islands State Marine Refuge, of which they are all included. 


After further review it has been found that the deletion of these two entities is not supported by the 
changes that were made to the relevant administrations. Therefore, the deletions from the DXCC list 
should not have occurred and the two entities, Midway Island KH4 and Kure Island KH7K, will return to 
the DXCC list as separate entities.

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As expected the numbers are nearing saturation but the com- 
bined entities worked is 252 adding 12 new ones! The leaders 
are within 29 entities of last years top two. Our leader is at 
236 (literally went up 5 while writing this article) and the top 5 
are 220 and up! If you look at the North America standings all 
five of the pack are in the top 20 and the SCDXC leader has 
broken into the top 10 at number 8! SCDXC holds 25% of the 
top slots in NA. Considering the East Coast advantage that is 
a tribute to the dedication of those five. Thirteen SCDXC 
members have DXCC this year! There are only 17 common 
entities left and only 7 entities left with planned DXpeditions. 


This month the ClubLog leaders added 8 new entities to their 
count however all but 1 we also worked. Market Reef was 
running QRP!! There will be another one this month. We did- 
n’t hear him! Again we closed the gap from 26 to 19. That 
means we worked 9 more entities that ClubLog leaders 
worked in previous months (A9, AP, E4, J2, KHO, T31, VK9L, 
VP2E, 22). ClubLog leaders lowered the number of entities 
we worked that they did not to 2, snagging Cameroon, TJ. 
The two we still hold exclusively are Nigeria, 5N, and May- 
otte, FH. The ClubLog leaders combined worked 271 enti- 
ties! Ninety three members have 200 or more entities and 
2025 have DXCC! 


Not to rub salt in the wound but NCDXC’s leader, K2RD, is at 
174. That is 49 entities behind our leader. If he were in 
SCDXC he would rank 7th. Many in our club are very active!

Propagation 
Revisiting the 70’s 


The bottom seems to have found... or is it? It is 
pretty early to see the SFI settling out. Maybe 
we are in for a long slow ride down the old de- 
cline. Could it be that there is no coming back 
and we will see below 100 for the next 300 
years? Only time will tell and most of us may not 
make it to the next peak. 


NOAA predicts the SFI will drop to 65 at the end 
of 2019. If the previous cycle is any indication 
then the next peak will be 4 years later in 2023 
which fits the standard 11 year cycle. 


This does not mean that there is no DX! Looking 
at the ClubLog numbers it seems that Dxers are 
ignoring the numbers and working the rare ones 
in record numbers. Again, 5 SCDXC members 
are doing their job keeping us in the top 20 in 
the nation. 20% of the top 20 in the nation for 
2017 are our members! Are you out and about 
or has that couch been calling you? So you 
worked them all! You sure have not worked 
them on every band and every mode. If you 
have then light a match on all those certificates 
and cards and start over. 


If you have not noticed Flex Radio announced a 
new radio, The Flex 6600. It comes out in the 
Fall. It has two SCU (independent receivers) 
and in combination with their amplifier is capa- 
ble of SO2R (2 bands / 2 antennas)
